This feature is presented 
as a tribute to the men who 
have voluntarily offered their 
services, in peacetime, to their 
country through the Pennsyl­ 
vania National Guard.

N. Y„ 
for Europe and joined the 75th In ­ 
fantry in Germany. He took part 
in the fighting at the Rhine and on 
through Germany, finally being sta­ 
tioned near Leipzig. Sent back to the 
U. S., he arrived at Camp Kilmer, 
N. J.. December I, 1945, and then 
was sent to Fort Underwood, Miss.

August's birthstone is a choice 
of the sardonyx or the peridot 
pronounced 
< pair-a-doe >. 
Tile 
sardonyx is a brownish red op- 
paque gem and is found mainly 
in Brazil and Uruguay. The peri­ 
dot stems from the Greek word 
which means ' golden gem.” 
It 
varies in color from yellow to 
green. 
It is found on St. John's 
Island in the Red Sea. The most 
desirable shade is a .soft bottle 
green which seems to lose Hie 
yellow undertone at night, and 
Is often incorrectly called the 
evening emerald.

Both stones have acquired a 
series of legends. Probably the 
most famous of the known sar­ 
donyx gems is a ring given to the 
F;arl of Essex by Queen Eliza­ 
beth. 
When Essex was held in 
the tower for execution, he sent 
the ring to Elizabeth as a sign of 
his peril, and a mute plea for 
help. However, the ring fell into 
the h anpls of his enemies, who 
made certain th a t Hie Queen 
never saw it aud Essex was ex­ 
ecuted.

According to one of the earl­ 
iest legends, peridot was sup­ 
posed to come from the Serpent 
Isle in the Red Sea. Tile Island 
was guarded by zealous watchers, 
whose duty it was to put to death 
any unauthorized persons who 
appeared. Not even those who 
had a right to seek the gem. ac­ 
cording to the legend, could Find 
the peridot in daylight,. It was 
not until nightfall th at it reveal­ 
ed itself by its radiance. The 
seekers then m arked the spot, 
and acquired the stones a Hie 
daylight.

The legend relates that a per­ 
idot would exert its fullest* {low­ 
er when set in gold, and would 
then repel the terrors of the 
night. For even greater power 
as protection against m achina­ 
tions of evil spirit*, the stone 
was pierced and hung by the 
hair of a donkey on the left arm. 
'Hie peridot is supposed to be­ 
stow full reason and a merciful 
disposition on its wearer.

One can admire—and surely can­ 
not quarrel with—the constancy of 
Mr. Bevin. Bt 111. it Is given to won­ 
der why he should find it necessary 
to emphasize such a highly contro­ 
versial politico-economic Issue at 
this tense moment, in Britain's own 
economic crisis whose solution de­ 
pends upon American largess. 
After all. if even “heaven tempers 
the wind to the shorn lamb,” surely 
John Bull might refrain from blow­ 
ing the hot breath of Socialistic 
nationalization down the neck of 
capitalistic Uncle Sam. 
- Question of Fffect on II. S. 
Now of course it would be pre­ 
sumptions to the N-th degree for 
an American to ralsie the point of 
whether Socialism is good for Brit­ 
ain. and this column doesn’t refer 
to the subject in an argumentative 
way. T hat’s for England to decide. 
However, in view of America’s heavy 
involvement in the economic rescue 
of her ally, the question does arise 
whether British Socialism is good 
for the U. S. 
To get down to cases, there Is a 
good deal of quiet uneasiness in the 
United States over the economic as­ 
pects of British Socialism as they 
relate to international affairs. Tile 
situation worries the practical busi­ 
ness man, who recognizes th at it is 
the exercise of private initiative 
which has made his country the 
richest and most powerful of all 
time. He believes rightly or wrongly, 
that complete nationalization of a 
country means totalitiarianism and 
the death of private initiative. 
We got an indication of this feel­ 
ing when Congress was debating the 
British loan a year ago.
